Tba Damocratic special train car- 
rying Wm. J. Bryan. Jaa. B. Mc- 
Creary, Jas. \V. N\ AHiun.Tom Rhea 
and otlier state candidates arrived 
here at 7:30 Tuesday morning and 
Mr. Bryan found a crowd of 1500 to 
2000 assembled in Peace Park. Hon. 
J. W. Newman had been speaking to 
the crowH f ■ •> timn, from a 
stand near lhj rai road side of the 
Park whan the special arrived. Mr. 
Bryan wa^ o.-Kirted rA onci- tn (he 
stand and made a speech of about 
80 miotites. 

The spu'ch of Mr. Bryan was de 
voted largely to national issues, but 
hg pleaded with the voters to go to 
the polls next Tiicj^day and fleet the 
(4e|nocratic state ticket, saying that 
thA election hi Kastadiy thia yaar 
was one of the most important ever 
held in K»:ntucky, as this year, he 
said, tba people of Kentucky were 
to set an example for the nation and 
to show by their votes whether or 
not that indorsed the rule of the re 
publican party in the state and na 
tion. He said the election th:s year 
in Kentucky would have much bear 
ing on the national election next 
year and that the eyes of the mil- 
lions of democrats over the country 
were watching Kentucky this fall. 
He said that thn democr«ts of the 
state owed it lo the people of the 
country tp spod Ollie M. James to 
the' United States senate. He stated 
that the outlook is bright fur a demo- 
cratic victory in 1912 and urged all 
to unite toward the cause of electing 
a democratic governor thii fall and 
to be in line, for 1912. 

He declared that the Democratic 
party "fighting on its back for a da. 
cade and a half, baa licked its oppo 
nents tn a standatill and brought 
victory to itsplatform of principles 
He praised the progressive Republi- 
cans who had helped to make this 
possib'.e. 

At the conclusion of his speech, 
Gu<. McCreary .standing on the plat 
form of the car, made a very brief 
speech as the triio pulled oat for 
Pembroke.

HIARINa OP ANTS.

At 
prasCBt the regioik in which they are 
situntofl is rold and arid and entire^ 
ly incapable of ripening cereals. It 
ia inhahited by a few hardy monn- 
t.nincprs. If is ovidcnt that the cli- 
mate is entirely dillerent from wlmt 
it was when the plateau was the cen- 
ter of a large popnlation. This 
cliange must bo due to the elevation 
nf the mountains on the eaat». and 
perhaps of the entira plateav.
